She was asked to return in a few. days, 
end, when she again called, the chemist 
bad many inquiries to make from htt 
about the locality of the photograph and 
her object in taking it. She was told to 
wait a few days lor ger. In the meantime, 
@ communication arrived from the Ad- 
miralty, requesting the lady's presonce at! 
Whitehall, and enclosing a railway puss, 
Surprided at the invitation, the lady 
decided to break her holiday and proceed 
to London. She first called on the che- 
mist, and wag then astonished to learn 
that her photographie plate had been 
sent to the Admiralty. Forebodings of 
impending trouble dawned upon her. At 
the Admiralty she wag closely questioned, 
and informed that she had committed a 
breach of the Defence of the Realm Ro. 
gulations, The innocent lady was, how- 
ever, greatly relieved and astonished

After referring to various other phuses 
of the war an@ to the brilliant Belgian 
victory of September 2sth, 1b, the King 
said :- 

“In concluding this short account of 
our military operations, TP acy tu all that 
Belgium can regard with pridy ube task 
accomplished by her army Ate ing thes un 
preeedented struggle, The army fully 
performed its duty, cdrried toa high 
pitch the national prestige and the re 
putation of our arms, and rendered the 
whole world an inestimable service.” 

HONOUR TO THE DEAD, 

His Majesty then testified to the deeds 
of the Allied troops, and paid a respect 
ful tribute to thea dead, both Belgian and 
Allied. "" Honour by also to our glorious 
dead, who fell facing the enemy on tho 
battlefield and before the firing arty, 
to those who perished on the barbed wire 
along the Dutch frontier, to those who 
were traitorously murdered, tu those who 
suffered o martyr's death in atrocious 
prisons and’ concentration camps, to 
those who died of grief and distress- all 
deserved well of their country, and their 
names should be added to those who 
fought in 1830. It is my heartfelt desire 
arty of the 
country on the noble attitude preserved 
by them under the German yoke. My 
first thought gors out to the relatives of

Great Britain and France especially 
want to beware lest the Germans, freed 
from their chains ond becoming the 
freest people in Europe, do not gain 
more from the war, do not rise sLronger

It cannot be doubted that the British 


Cabinet bas become reactionary. It 
cannot be doubted that Lloyd George's 
coalitiun with the British Tories during 
the war, und justified, perhaps, by the 
war, hag converted the Liberal ministry. 
which entered the war into a reactionary 
Tory Cabinet. But the cuntinuanog of 
thie coalition between Lioyd George and 
the British Tories bag much less justifi. 
cation, if ay, in the great radical which 
Lloyd’ George once was, now that the 
war 18 over. 

It is certain that Germany, unleis & 
secund “Holy Alliance" is formed by 
the Allies to destroy liberal ideas in the 
world, will gain out of this war complete 
political freedom—a political freedom 
equal to that enjoyed by any country i 
the world. It is also hight probabl¢ 
that they will gain out of the war on 
economic freedom equally important and 
one vastly greater than that enjoyed by 
any nation except tho British colonies 
in Australasia and the Russian people, 
if they succeed in preserving tho fruits 
of their revolution, 

Great Britain had, before this war, 
achieved ® practical political freedom, 
though preserving archaic forma an 
nameg of political institutions inconsist- 
ent with democracy. But forms . of 
government and names of institutions 
are unimportant, if under them political 
democracy reigna supreme. We are just 
‘beginning to appreciate tha, to. wy 
political democracy is otily to win ha 
a battle; that a complete vic 
democracy requires ti 
of an economic democracy. It re; 
quires the overthrow of an e¢cono- 
mic autocracy. It requires an equa- 
lity not only of every man before the 
law, but of every man before the estab- 
lished economic conditions. As a matter 
of fact, you cannot have ong without the 
other, You can have the theory of 
equality of every man before the 
law, but unless you have economic 
equality you will never have any- 
thing but the theory of equality 
of all men before the law. It is absurd 
to say that a poor man has an equal 
chance with a man of great wealth any- 
where, under any political institutions, 
however politically free tr theory they 
may 
_ But 80 far as mere politioal greedort 
is concerned, political democracy co 
go unaccompanied by economic freedom 
—-had gone ag far in Great Britain as 
political democracy could go. But no 
one dreamt that out of the war would 
come any danger to the mere political 
freedom and democracy of Great Britain. 
Thero wag fear that tho war would delay 
the growing appreciation of the neces. 
sity for economic as well as political 
freedom. 

But to-day there appears, at least on 
the surface of things, to be a serious 
danger not only of a loss in progress to- 
ward economia democracy, but even & 
losy in mere political democracy in 
Great Britain. According to our labeat 
dispatches, the Lloyd George-Balfour- 
Bonar Law coalition party proposcg 60 
to reorganize tho Honso of Lords ag to 
make it a body of real power under the 
camouflage of converting the House.

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PROUBLE ON A TRANSPORT. 


AUBTRALIAN TROOPS ON VERGE 
OF REVOLT. 


A Melbourne message of December 29th 
pays: Five hundred New South Wales 
and Queensland soldicrs, who reached. 
Melbourne by a transport on Friday, re- 
fused to travel further by that vessol. 
They were given leave to go ashore on 


Friday, but could not be persuaded to 


re-embark and continue their journey by 
sea, On reaching Melbourne, they called 
at the rooms of the Returned Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Imperial League and made seri. 
ous charges of bad feeding, over-crowd. 
ing and tack of discipline on the trans- 
port. Those charges were later repeated to 
tho staff officor for returned! soldiers, and 
again the men firmly rofueed' to return, 


to the ship-by mid-night when their leavo 
would expire. Last evoning, a special 
train wag provided for the men, who 
travelled to Sydney on the understanding 
that they would, pay their own fares. 
Before entraining, the men alleged that 
there was gross lack of order on the 
transport, and! that on two occasions ‘the 
troops were on the verge of revolt because 
thero was little room for rank and file to 
exercise. The sergeants agreed to hand 
over the space allotted for men of ser- 
geants’ rank and over, but this wag not 
pormitted. The men alle that the space 
for the officers was unduly large, and 
there was an ugly incident when 
officers, with drawn revolvers, ordered the 
men off the boat deck. A large crowd of 
soldiers gathered below and threatened to 
throw overboard the officers “who had 
threatened their comrades with revolvers.

The special committee on law and 
policy deult first with the international 
expecta of the problem, and, in February 
last, the main committee presented an 
interim report endorsing the view of thet

creation of a new Air Ministry 
will afford a convenient opportunity for 
conferring on that Ministry the powers 
of the Home Office and Hoard of Trade 
to regulate acrial navigation. 

Some caution should be observed in the 

resoription of areas for the landing of 
oreign niroraft, so that, while every 
reasonable encouragement should bo 
givon to tho visits of foreign aircraft, 
reciprocal facilities should be secured for 
our own airernft landing abroad. 

Tho question of. certificates of air- 
worthiness is one which requires closo 
attention.
